AUTUMN SHOW AND 
SALE 
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PEDIGREE PIGS MAKE 
GOOD PRICES 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 


HE Autumn Show and Sale under the 
auspices of the Royal Ulster Agricul- 
tural Society was opened at the Show- 

grund, Balmoral, Belfast, to-day. The weather 
was favourable, and the Show in every 
respect, except for the small number of cattle 
offered for sale, proved a gratifying success. 
Entries in the Horse Section totalled 284, 
and there was a notable display of hunters. 
There was also an increased entry in the 
Pig Section, particularly in the Large White 
classes: In recent years these Large White 
of the York type have been replacing the 
Large Ulster White, as it has been found 
that they are more in demand for the cross- 
Channel bacon trade. 
The horses were made up of hunters and 
young stock suitable for hunters and agr- 
cultural horses. The entries were from most 
of the best stables in Northern Ireland. The 
sale of hunters will take place to-morrow, 
and a large number of buyers have arrived 
from Great Britain and the Continent. 

It was essentially a Horse, Pig and Poultry 
Show, and only a few dozen cattle were 
listed for sale. Only half the number on 
the list were sent forward. The demand for 
these was poor, and small prices were realised, 
owing chiefly to the fact that the present is 
not considered a good time to buy pedigree 
stock owing to approach of winter season. 

Good prices for poultry were realised at 
the sale. A show of dogs will take place 
to-morrow. There are 632 entries, represent- 
ing 334 dogs, compared with 528 entries, or 
290 dogs, last year. . 

The arrangements were under the able 
supervision of Mr. 8. Clarke, secertary and 
manager.
